Three men rescued after

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Pollution danger 
from stranded 
Greek freighter . 


Jerusalem Pust Reporter 
HAIFA. — The master of the 
stranded Greek freighter ss. Eliza- 
beth has warned that the ship may 
Pollute the Kiryat Haim beach if 
she is not salvaged immediately. 
She ran aground on the beach last 
Monday. 

In telegrams to the authorities 
(wkh a copy to The Jerusalem 
Post), he sald the ship carried 300 
tons of fue! in tanks, which might 
seep and cause widespread pollution 
of the sea and the beach, 

He stressed that as the port 
Management refused to carry out 
the salvage, it would be respons- 
ible for any pollution which occur- 
red. The management nas declined 
the salvage .job, stating that the 
tugs which would do the job are 
needed in the port during the winter 
season. 

The shipping and harbour division 
of the Transport Ministry replied 
that the ship's agents should im- 
mediately unload the fue] to pre- 
vent pollution. This could be done 
by lighters, which were available 
in the port, it said. 

Two local companies, Ogen and 
Hereules-Suapir have undertaken 
to carry out the salvage job. The 
work is to start today and is ex- 
pected to last a week to 10 days. 
The contract was signed on a “no 
eure, no pay” basis, that is they 
will be paid only if the salvage 
succeeds,
